Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 4 and 6-43 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 4, 19-22 and 40, Egashira (USP 5,539,418) fails to further teach, 
among other features, a conductive ceiling member covering a part of the space, and wherein the 
ceiling member has openings. 

Regarding claims 6-9, 41 and 42, Egishira fails to further teach, among other features, a 
conductive ceiling member covering a part of the space, and wherein the ceiling member has at 
least one opening. 

Regarding claims 15-17, Egishira fails to further teach, among other features, a 
conductive ceiling member covering a part of the space, and having openings in which a 
dielectric member is provided. 

Reasons for indicating allowable subject matter for claims 10-14, 18, 23-39 and 43 were 
provided in the previous Office action.
